SIX PERSONS BURNED. 
They Were In the Attitude of Prayer Whi 

. Hi-RUJfoTojf, la., May 1.— Hhortly 
after 2 o'clock fcundny morning an old 
biiek tenement honaa at 885 Jefferson 
street was destroyed by fire and I 
its In mutes burned to death. The lodg- 
ing house was conducted by a Mrs. 
Judnon. She and a young servant girl 
named Maggie Bailev were the only 
women in the building. 

The lodgers were of the poorer clas« 
of laborers and mechanics, armnt twen- 
ty of whom occupied the various room* 
up-atairs. The building was a verit- 
able fire-trap, consisting of winding 
hallways and dark landings, some of 
the isn.iius being without windows, 
quickly did the fire spread that the 
fortunate victims were caught like i 
in a trap. The name of the dead 
as follow* Michael Mines, u trausi 
lodger; Michael Lee. of Chicago 
stove moliler; John Morgan, a st 
molder, residence unknown; F. 
Schumann, a carpet weaver; Joseph 
Swindler, of Burlington, a ploste 

Charlie , a boiler-maker, rappoaed 

to be from Chicago. 

All were burned in a shocking and 
almost unrecognizable manner. Mor- 
gan's feet were burned off, and Schu- 
mann's body almost fell to pieces when 
removed. Maggie Bailey and Mrs. Jud- 
son had to leap from the window to the 
pavement below in their night clothes. 
A con of Mrs. Judson rushed to the 
doors of the various sleeping rooms, at- 
tempting to arouse the occupants. He 
thus saved a number of lives, but many 
had narrow escapes, almost 
having to leap from the wim 
in their night clothes. A sickening 
sight met the gaze of the firemen and 
policemen when the flames were suffi- 
ciently subdued to pennit their en- 
trance. At the foot of the stairway 
was the roosted body of Schumann. In 
a room at the head of the stairs, which 
had no windows, were found the bodies 
of Mike Loe and Joe Swindler. Lee 
was kneeling as If In prayer, with his 
hands gripping the bed railing as If in 
a vioe, while Swindler lay ln a distant 
corner, where he apparently had wan- 
dered ln the darkness with his clothes 
In his arms. 

In the room next to this, with a 
window opening on a rear shod, was 
found Mike Hlnes, dressed and evident- 
ly, within an arm's length of liberty 
when overcome by the flames. He was 
lying within a few feet of the window, 
and the other roomers who escaped at 
that window must have stepped over 
his body. 

In another room without windows, 
only accessible from the stairway by a 
long winding hall, were found the bod- 
ies of Morgan and the man known as 
Charlie. Morgan's feet had become 
tangled in a chair, while Charlie, with 
a pair of pants wound about his head, 
had fallen over Morgan. 

There are several suspicious circum- 
stances connected with the fire which 
the coroner will investigate Monday. 

The loss on the building and contents 
was probably $2,000, with small insur-
